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SUSPENSION DENIED 

Applicants' request, filed 1 1 October 2005, for suspension of action in this 
application under 37 CFR 1.103(c) is denied as being improper. 

Applicants' Request for Continued Examination is not accompanied by a 
submission. MPEP 709 I.B.1. states: "The Office will not grant the requested 
suspension of action unless ... (A) (1 ) if the request is filed with an RCE, the RCE must 
be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.114, i.e., the RCE must be accompanied by a 
submission . . ."
